The motors ten of the Gtosrtown lisa 
appear to And great diversion la catting 
each other off from sidings, sod usually 
the motorman is more In tec t upon being 
Scat at a siding than upon anything sine 
pertaining to bis duties. The Orange 
Jamal thus describes ons of the recent 
fasts of rival motormeo : 

“ Tuesday morning there wse s tie-up 
of the road during the tush hour aod a 
eloeed oar came down to the end of the 
line at Morrl* street and took on several 
passengers who had bsen waiting for It. 
While the motorman and conductor 
were changing the trolley and preparing 
for the return trip, an open car came 
over the turn-out aod started down the 
single traok for Morris street to head 
off the preceding csr. The crew of the 
first oar did the bnatle act, and started 
back over the track wbea the second 
ear got to Beach street. This made the 
open car men buetle also. They turned 
'the trolley and assumed drat place 
ahead of the closed csr and then gath¬ 
ered up all the waiting passengers. 

“Then the motorman of the closed car 
commenced to crowd the other motor- 
man who had usurped hie place on the 
line, and the open car man found the 
race was too swift for him at Highland 
avenue, and turned off the line at the 
turn-out there. This allowed the eloeed 
car to take the lead once more, but It 
kept all the paaaeDgers who had taken 
the car that came first to them waiting 
until the rearmost car with Its light 
load of passengers took the lead, where 
it properly belonged, to other words, 
the passengers were needlessly delayed 
for several minutes while the two mo- 
tormen went through a freakish and en¬ 
tirely unnecessary series of evolutions. 
Iq addition to that, the open oar had 
not gone to the end of the line, and 
people who missed the open car tu'd to 
wait left the third oar instead of catch- 
lng the car succeeding the open oar, 
or briefly were kept waiting just twice 
a« long as they should have bsen had 
the motorman of the second car run bis 
vehicle to tbs end of the line.”

It appears that a legal 
contest has been waging for two years 
against lheodore Qin-i of Alton, near 
PialuhtlJ, for maintaining a fertiliser 
factory which, U was claimed, was detri¬ 
mental to health. * a decision was ren¬ 
dered against Glaser hast week, aod he 
fined ten dollars and the eosu of the 
trial by a Justice of the peace. The 
salt was Instituted by the officials of 
ffanwood township, and the verdict lm- 
plies that Gbrer^nuft remove the fac¬ 
tory, which is one of the largest of Its 
kind lo that section. 

If tue tesldects of this town who are 
ewotlnnally asking the Council to abate 
the soft coal nuisance caused by the 
railroads would only apply to the courts 
for redrew, something might be to- 
Ojin;lU)hed. Certainly there would be

The preeeot season, on scoowwt of 
Its prevailing bnmtdlty, has esused so 
excessively rank growth of weedy vege¬ 
tation, which bay overgrown many 
woodland path# and makes It difficult 
and disagreeable to follow them. This 
Is especially true where tick trefoil 
borders the paths, which it doee only 
too frequently, aod In euob situations 
It still makes ooe o$ the most conspicu¬ 
ous displays of color to be seen In an 
afternoon ramble. ’ Its earlier flowers 
have already maHarsd Into tlck-llke 
seeds wbleb stand- In ranks and rows 
eeeh aids the path ready to attach 
themeelvea by tbal$ sharp hooka to any 
article ef dotting to which they can 
ding and get free traoeportaMon. Yet 
its bright pink bloeeoms are atiii 
abundant, and no danger of race suicide 
threatens lte extlndUon. 

One plant now in btoeaomlng season, 
Its name probably not generally known, 
make# quite a display, oeearrlog as ft 
usually does In manses, either on moist 
ground or shaded slopes; It Is called 
horse balm, botanic ally Oolllnsonla Cana¬ 
densis. (Bee Mrs.Dana's •• How to Know 
the Wild Flo were.*’ Page 177.) Of water 
plants some fiowere of pickerel weed, 
and many of arrow head may etill be 
eeeD. 

Another flower now In bloom and 
comparatively rare has no common 
name given, bat Is nailed by the botan¬ 
ists PolygaU Sanguines. It grows near 
moist places, and ;I have lately found 
associated with It the orchid called 
“ladles’ tresses," Just beginning to 
ehow Its white pethls, Its season belDg 
September and Ootbber. 

N ear these also occurred some open- 
log flowers of ths turtle head. In 
nearly all moist grounds the ooosplou- 
c us heeds of the iron weed atlll catch 
the eye and a close observer may now 
and then see a berated monkey flower. 
Vervain and seif-hual, evening primrose, 
liawkweed and moth mullein ail add 
'.heir bits of eolofr, though the seed, 
hearing receptacles are crowding It 
closer aod closer; to the end of the 
llower spike. Wild, oarrot and boneest 
with Its allied species of eupatorlum 
now hold a prominent place In many a 
view. Then, too, the maturing seeds of 
earlier species are etill worthy of notice. 
Among those most Interesting may be 
mentioned black, ’ and white cohosh, 
Solomon's seal and* false Solomon's seal, 
bell wort and ntgbtnbsde, to say nothing 
of the etiok-tigbt crowd which attach 
themselves to ns end claim our atten¬ 
tion whether or no. 

Of course we do not here pretend to 
give a full list oil what may now be 
seen or may be worth aeelng. Probably 
very few who go out to view the handi¬ 
work of nature aa shown In the flora 
of their locality, ■ either see all the 
species they pass by or are able to name 
all or nearly all they see. If there are 
those who can do so, the writer Is far 
from claiming a place among them. In 
the hope that a few at least may be 
prompted to an ambition to make the 
unknown and uncertain list a dwindling 
one from year to year, these lines have 
tjeen written. N. F. Underwood.

Despite the fear of William Oonnolly, 
i,ax assessor of Belleville, that be bad 
assessed tbe value of property In tbe 
•wwosbtp too high when be placed tbe 
lotal at $5,150,00!), tbe County board 
of Taxation decided on Thursday that 
:be figures are about right, as the reeult 
of an Inspection of the aseeeeor’s books 
inti of an estimate formed by a recent 
visit to tbs township. The board, there¬ 
fore, refuted to make any material re¬ 
duction In the valuation. 

“At the first meeting," said Preaident 
Anderson of the county hoard, “we 
asked sll tbe assessor* wbst tbetr per¬ 
centage of increase bad been over tbe 
previous year. 8ome said about fifty 
per cent, and some 100 per cent. Mr. 
Oonnolly leit with tbe belief that be 
should Jump bis assessment about fifty 
percent., and we found that bis valua¬ 
tions this year ware $6,150,000. After 
bs had left his bo<rk with us, he returned 
and asked leave to take It back, because 
he feared the valuations were excecatve. 
That is why we decided to make a per¬ 
sonal Inspection ' of Belleville. We 
found conditions .there about the earns 
aa in Bloomfield. Both are quiet plaeea, 
and have little growth. We found some 
places over 1I>0 years old, and that oould 
be purchased aheap, bat we feel that on 
the whol* the valuations were no higher 
than they should be, so wbst changes 
we mada were Insignificant, and will not 
affect tbe tax rate. ”

To ihx Editob ox The Citizen: 

£ib—A short letter from this, my birth¬ 
place, which I left forty-eight years 
ego because of class prejudice, to 
wit: my father was a sarpeoter, 
and hence It was takso for granted 
that I moat beoome a carpenter, for 
which I bad not tbe slightest Incli¬ 
nation, and so I wanted to beoome a 
merchant. I was see used of being 
sebsmed of my parents, etc. The con¬ 
sequence wee that America became my 
permanent home, and this is my first 
visit to Bendsburg, which has been much 
Improved by many fine public buildings, 
and beautified by many small but nleely 
appointed parhe, with lakes in which 
swans form a feature of great beauty. 

I think my last letter ended with my 
arrival at Cologne, an old and beautiful 
live city on tbe Bbine. I shall always 
remember Koelo (Cologne) for Its grand 
oatbedral, tbe architecture of wbleb Is, 
to my mind, the finest old Gothic I have 
seen In my travels. I attended high 
mass In this cathedra), which was cele¬ 
brated by and participated lo by not 
lees than five hundred priests end aco¬ 
lytes In most gorgeous vestments. This 
service closed with a procession around 
the Interior of the building of all the 
participants, preceded by a large gold 
orors and numerous candles, all chant, 
log In grand barmoDy to the great organ, 
which filled the Immense edifice. In tbe 
midst of the procession walked the 
bishop, a man of commanding figure, 
robed in vestments most rich, who 
sprinkled Ineense to either side, on 
Oath olios aod Protestants alike. The 
whole service wes most impressive, and 
it is really no wonder that this church 
has Jao Urge s following. Hers also 
is s very fine museum, which is 
filled with articles of all kinds of ths 
remote psst. 

The next olty visited wss Koblenz, 
wbleb Is most noted for Its beautiful 
situation and scenlo effects. Koblenz la 
a quiet, pretty olty. Tbe only building 
really worth visiting Is tbe Kaleerllck 
Palace, which contains many works of 
art Iq poroelaln, bronze and marble, 
which were presented to tbe bouse of 
Hobenzollern. The atmosphere of Kob¬ 
lenz, because of lie situation, Is clear 
and bracing at all times, and tbe view 
across tbe Rhine to tbe fortification 
(witioh appears to be very formidable) 
and the town of Ebrenbreltsteln, wltb 
monuments. Is a sight which will never 
be forgotten. No ooe visiting RobleDZ 
should fall to go from Ebrenbreltsteln 
by trolley to ^hrepsburg to view a church 
andj park oooneot^d with tbe same. 
Tbe Inside of this church, with Its many 
eaves containing figures of our Lord, 
etc., la constructed wholly of small 
pleoes of quartz and shells, wbloh were 
sent from all parts of tbe world to a 
priest, who was forty-seven years In 
building It. Tbe sunlight effects through 
cathedral glass on lifelike figures I have 
never eeen surpassed. This trip. In¬ 
cluding fees, can be made for abcut fifty 
cents. 

If I bad tbe time, and you would graot 
tbe space, I would like to describe tbe 
pleasure of a trip on tbe historic Rhine. 
I have been told by AmerlgsDs that our 
Hudson excels tbe Bbine B beauty, and 
If left there I accept the statement as a 
fact, but In scenic, effect, especially be¬ 
tween Koblenz and Bluderebelo, wltb 
tbe many fine castle# and ruins (some of 
wbloh are very much ruined), tbe Bbine 
excels the Hudson In grandeur and 
beauty.
